The Rev. Dr. Geissenhainer appeared as a Delegate from the 
Synod of New York, and was admitted to the privileges of a seat 
and vote. 

The Synod, thus constituted, contained forty-five members. 

The Rev. Dr. Hendel, and Pastors Herrmann and Hoffmann, 
of the German Reformed Synod, were introduced, and received 
as advisory members. 

It was now announced by the President, that an election for 
officers for the present year must take place, and he appointed 
Pastor Lochmann and Mr. Daniel Nehs overseers of the — 
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_ An enumeration of the votes furnished the following result, 
that 


Pastor Baker was elected President. 
Pastor C. Miller, Secretary. 
Pastor Ulrich, Treasurer. 


The papers addressed to the Synod were now called for, num- 
bered, and handed to three committees for investigation and report. 

The first committee consisted of Messrs. Hecht, Keller, Wam- 
pole, Fritz, and Weidmann. 

The seeond of Messrs. Uhlhorn, G. Jeger, Scheurer, Schrack, 
and Dietrich. 

The third of Messrs. J. Miller, Probst, German, Walborn, 
and Wind. 

Two other committees were appointed by the President. The 
first was formed by Messrs. J. Miller, Demme, Krauth, Betis, 
and Probst, to examine into the Kuropean Legacies, and to report 
concerning them as fully as practicable. 

The other was composed of Messrs. Uhlhorn, Keller, Rich- 
ards, Keller, and Gross, to examine the account of the Treasurer. 

Resolved, ‘That applicants, if any be present, now give in their 
names. 

Messrs. Samuel D. Finkel and William Scull reported them- 
selves as such. 

Resolved, That all papers touching the ease of applicants for 
admission into this body, be given, by the different committees, 
to the committee of examination. 


Monday afternoon, 3 o’clock. 


After the meeting had been opened by singing and prayer, the ~~ 
| chairman of the first committee, the Rev. Mr. Hecht, reported: |— 
1 No. 1. Contains a remarkable and very extensive communi- 
cation from Pastor Abele, in which he pourtrays his persecutions ~ 
in Brush Valley, his acquittal by a decision of the courtin Centre — 
county, and the present prosperous condition of his family and 
congregations. A copy of the 217th No. of the Centre Reporter 
was transmitted, which contains on its second side a printed con- © 
firmation of the truth of his statements in regard to the case 
mentioned. 

The Synod expressed its pleasure in view of the happy termi- 
nation of his case, and its favourable influence on his condition. 
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No. 2. A letter from Pastor Strein, in which he solicits to be 
excised for his non-attendance, announces that he has given up a 
eongregation in Cocalico township, and transmits an account of 
his ministerial acts. . 

Resolved, That Pastor Strein be excused. 

No. 3. A very interesting letter from the Seeretary of last 
year, in which he assigns bodily weakness as the cause of his 


absence. As many important matters are proposed in the letter, 
_ the committee move the reading of it. 


The motion having been acceded to and the letter read, it was 

Resolved, That the Synod excuses Mr. Schindel’s absence, 
thanks him for his affectionate letter, and, according to his re- 
quest, directs its present Secretary to purchase, at the expense 
of the Synod, a suitable depository for the archives of the body. 

No. 4. A letter from our Rev. Senior, Dr. Scheefer, in which 
he excuses his absence on the ground of corporeal debility. The 
committee’s opinion was adopted, that this letter should be read. 

Resolved, That the Synod accept the apology of Dr. Schefer, 
with sympathy, and sincerely rejoice at his restoration from his 
very severe disease. 

No. 5. A letter from Mr. Beilharz, in which he assigns as 
the reason of his absence, pecuniary matters, and expresses the 
wish to receive a copy of the minutes of last year, in addition to 
the complement of five for the present; reports, that, after re- 
peated invitations, he has been received as a member of the Hart- 
wick Synod, without having been present, and asks, whether he 
ean, consistently with our Synodical laws, be, at the same time, 
a member of two Synods; his parochial report closes the com- 
munication. | 

. Resolved, That Mr. Beilharz be excused, and that, in ref- 
erence to his interrogation, he be directed to examine the proceed- 
ings of the last Synod.

mestic indisposition is assigned as the cause of his non-attendance, cS 
and a report of actus ministeriales is given. a 
Excused. 
No. 10. A letter from Mr. Weiand, in which he too wishes a 


to be excused on account of indisposition, and gives a report of | 
his ministerial transactions. 


His desire is granted. 
No. 11. A request from Mr. Brandstetler, a native of Cassel,

Singing and prayer terminated the session.

Tuesday morning, 9 o’clock. 


After singing and prayer, the third committee reported, 
through Pastor J. Miller: 

A letter from the congregation in Cherry township, 
Lycoming county, entreating the Synod to disregard the com- 
plaints of a certain Wurtemburger against Pastor Dietsch. 

The Synod is gratified that no such complaints have been 


brought forward. 
No. 13. A petition from Samuel D. Finkel, Tutor in the Har- 


risburg Academy, for examination, and license as Minister of 
— several congregations in that neighbourhood. 

Resolved, That Mr. Finkel be examined, and that his request 
be granted in the event of his examination being approved. 

No. 14. A good testimonial concerning Mr. Jared Sehiitz, 
from the vestries of his congregations, and a request for the re- 
newal of his license, moreover an excuse for the non-appearance 
of a deputy. 

The Synod expressed its pleasure on account of the favour- 


able testimonial, and accepted their apology. 
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No. 15. A letter of excuse from Pastor C. Jeger, for absence 
from the present Synod. 
Resolved, That his exeuse be accepted. 
No. 16. A letter from Mr. Abele, the contents of which are 
similar to No. 4. with his parochial report. 


BT The President received a letter, during the session, from Pas- 
tor Meendsen, in which he laments, that he could not be present, 
i on account of bodily debility, selicits to be excused, and furnishes 
his parochial report. 


Resolved, That he be excused. 

Likewise acommunication from the church councils in Miffiins- 
burg, Whitedeer, Laurelrun, and Louisburg, in which they ex- 

press their great pain on aceount of the unchristian conduct of 
Mr. Heim. | | 

Resolved, That as Mr. Heim was a year ago charged with 
serious offences, and the accusation is repeated anew, and as he 
has failed to exculpate himself, according to the direction of the 
last Synod, he be excluded from our connexion. 

The Rev. Mr. Kroh, Delegate of the German Reformed Sy- 
nod, was introduced and legitimated. 

The minutes, which other Synods had kindly transmitted to 
us, were now distributed amongst the members, by the officers, 
to wit, 25 copies of the New York, 30 of the Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, 20 of the German Reformed, 20-0f the West Pennsylvania, 
45 of the Ohio, 9 of the North Carolina, 12 of the Virginia, and 
6 of the Hartwick Synod. 

The following committees were appointed to examine them.

copies to every Minister of the body, to obtain subseribers, and 
to transmit it to the next Legislature. 

The meeting was closed with prayer. ° 


Tuesday afternoon, 3 o’clock. 


After singing and prayer, the committee appointed to examine 
the Vreasurer’s accounts reported, that their duty was performed, 
that the aceounts are correct, and that, after the deduction of 
% 200 lent for the Synod by Mr. Ford, a balance of $ 583 57 
remains in the hands of the Vreasurer.

Pastor Leinbach, a Reformed Clergyman of the neighbouring 
region, was introduced and took a seat amongst us. 

The committee, appointed to investigate carefully the sndject 
of the European legacies, and to make as full a report as practi- 
eable, reported: 

The two legacies were designed for different purposes, and 
should be regarded in this light by the President of the Synod, 
and a separate account of each be kept by him. 

In the opinion of Dr. Niemeyer, it must be Jeft to the Presi- 
dent of the Synod to divide the moneys of the Redelheimisch 
legacy, it is, however, the opinion of the committee, that the Sy- 
nod should recommend, as deserving of aid from it, indigent 
preachers and schoolmasters. 

Streit’s lezacy is to be applied, according to the will of the 
testator, to the support of Poor, Church, and School institutions, 
of the United Evangelical Lutheran Churehes in America. In 
the last year, applications of three kinds were made to the 
President. 

4. For the aid of Students of Divinity. 
2. For Schools, by means of German publications. And 
8. For Congregations, in the erection of churches. 

The committee think that these requests are in accordance 

with the will of the departed Streit. 
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In regard to the manner in which this legacy is to be appro- 
priated, the instructions of Dr. Niemeyer must decide; from them, 
it is clear to the committee, that Dr. Niemeyer rewards the Presi- 
dent as a medium through which the body acts, and it is therefore 
their view, that all applications for assistance from this legacy, 
should be examined and determined upon by the Synod. 

lt appears, moreover, from the will of streit, that the interests 
are to be applied to the specified objects, and not to be re-invested, 
The committee think, that money lent out in this way should be 
re-ealled by the President. 

In reading the will of Streit, the committee discovered, that 
he intended the legacy for the United Kvangeclieal f.utheran 
ehurches in. that part of North America which was subject to 
Great Britain, (Ebenezer and its dependencies excepted) and that 
his will is dated, Halle, Qetober 15, 1753. 

Dr. Niemeyer, in a letter dated November 14, 1825. says, 
that he regards the funds of this lewacy invested in Kurope, as 
belonging to the Pennsylvania congregations. Dr. Knapp, ina 
letter of the 415th of May, 1825. says, that the deceased Mr. 
Streit designed the legacy, exclusively for congregations in Penn- 
syilvania. 

The committee respect the opinions of men who were con- 
seientious, but as other Synods elaim a part of: this legacy, and 
they believe that our Synod cannot wish to.be the administrators 
of money, which may not belong to them, they have patiently and 
honestly investigated the matter, and express the following as 
their decided convietion: 

Every congregation, that ean prove that it was tn, existence 
on the 15th of October, 1753, and belonged to the United Kvan- 
eelical Lutheran churches at that time, has a claim on the legacy. 
And although the claims must be few, the Synod, should recognise 
each one that it is thought worth while to present. 

The transactions with the corporation of the Philadelphia 
coneregation, in reference to. the European legacies, could he 
completed in the most,advantageous way, if the President would 
request Ex-governor Schulze to procure more definite directions 
for us, through a letter to. the Directors of the Orphan-house at 
Halle. 

Ina letter of the highly. esteemed Mr. Schulze. we see a.two-e 
fold wish expressed : that.each receipt, for every sum received by 
him, should be prepared by the President, as President, and an 
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acknowledgment be made to the Directors at Halle, of the due 
receipt of the moneys. These requests will receive the proper 
attention of the President, the committee confidently hope, and 
the Synod present their warmest thanks to Mr. Schulze for his 
exertions and trouble. 

The report was adopted. 

The above named committee presented the following petitions 
for assistance from both these legacies.

The com- 
mittee consists of Messrs. Ernst, Betis, and Scheurer. 

The session was closed with prayer. 

Pastor Uhlhorn preaehed this evening on Luke xviii. 9—14. 
and the Seeretary thanked, in the name of the Synod, the con- 
gteration, and the inhabitants of Wommelsdorf in particular, for 
the hospitality and kindness with which they had been received 
and treated. 
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Wednesday morning, 9 o’clock. 

The session was commenced with singing and prayer. 

The committee, appointed to divide the Synodical limits into 
Conference districts, reported: 

After having duly considered the local relations, and the re- 
spective boundaries and situation of the counties, and likewise 
the-number of ministers in the different parts of our limits, the 
committee are of opinion, that they can recommend to the Synod 
the following as the best division: 

To the first district belong the counties of Philadelphia, Ches- 
ter, Montgomery, and Bucks. 

To the seeond, Lehigh, Northampton, Pike, and Wayne. 

To the third, Berks and Schuylkill. 

To the fourth, Lancaster county. 

To the fifth, Lebanon and Dauphin. And 

To the sixth, Northumberland, Columbia,. Luzerne, Lyco- 
ming, Susquehanna, Bradford, and Tioga. 

The report was adopted. 

The committee that examined the New York minutes reported : 
That they found nothing in them that claimed our notice, exeept 
that Mr. Hecht, our Delewate, had appeared, and been received 
(as he himself reported viva voce,) in a very friendly manner, and 
that Dr. Geissenhainer had been appointed a Delegate to our 
Synod. 

The Synod is gratified that this friendly ivtercourse exists, 
and hopes that it will be perpetual. 

The committee that examined the minutes of the German Re- 
formed Synod reported: That they found nothing that claiméd our 
notice except the following resolution: 

« Resolved, that we are ready to join the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of Pennsylvania, in advaneing the interests of the Frank- 
lin Institute, and that our Delegates to that Synod be a committee 
to prosecute this matter.”’ 

The Synod is gratified at the fraternal dispositions herein 
manifested, and desires that they may remain immutable. 

The committee instrueted to examine the minutes of the West 
Pennsylvania Synod, made the following report: 

That they have diseovered, that Dr. Schmucker and Pastor 
Rothrauff, sen. have been appointed a committee, to advance the 
interests of the Franklin Institute, in connexion with a committee 
of the German Reformed, and one of our Synod. 
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That their President and Dr. Schmucker shall be a committee, 
to make every necessary arrangement in regard to the Kuropean 
legacies. 

The President of our Synod, who is profoundly acquainted 
with the condition of the Institute, stated, that, in bis opinion, 
every thing was done for it, that could he without a laree sum of 
money; no resolution was, for this reason, passed. on the subject. © 

The remaining committees, that were instructed to examine 
Synodical minutes, reported: That they found nothing in them 
claiming our attention, except the transmission of their minutes. a 

The Synod recognises their fraternal feelings in this, and hopes 
that our union will, in this way. be more closely cemented. 

Pastor Demme, President of the last year, gave, at his own 
desire, a statement of the administration of the legacies during. 
the past year, which was entirely satisfactory and approved. 

On motion, Resolved, That the Synod give to St Michael's 
and Zion’s chureh, and likewise to St. John’s, which are all in 
Bh our bounu., a friendly invitation to connect themselves with it,

Session closed with prayer. 


Wednesday afternoon, 2 o’clock. 


After singing and prayer, 

Resolved, That 600 copies of the minutes of the present Sy- 
nod be printed in the German, and 200 in the English language; 
that the Secretary attend to the printing, and the Treasurer to 
| payment for it. 
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Resolved. That Pastor Krauth translate the minutes into the 


Engiish language. 


Resvived, ‘That the Secretary send to the different Synods the 
usual number of copies of the minutes. 


The support of needy widows of Ministers, was now made 
the subject of conversation. 


Resolved, ‘Yhat % 15 be allowed to the widow Lochmann, from 
the treasury. 

Resolved, That the same sum be allowed the widow Illgen. 

Resolved, That the same sum be allowed the widow Colson. 

Resolved, Vhat $ 20 be granted Mr. Stock on his request 
for aid. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to sketch a plan for 
a society, designed to support the widows of indigent clergymen, 
and to report to the next Synod. ‘The committee is composed of 
Messrs. Hecht, Demme, Krauth, and Keller. 

The business of the Synod having been transacted, an election 
was held for the place and time of the next meeting. Invitations 
were received from Philadelphia, Pottsgrove and Danville, and 
afier Pastor Gross and Mr. Wind, who had been appointed a 
committee to superintend the balloting, had collected the votes 
and counted them, they reported, that Pottserove is the place and 
Trinity Sunday, 1833, the time of the next meeting.

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MINUTES 


OF THE 


Wednesday afternoon, half past 3 o’clock. 


Immediately after the termination of the Synodical business, 
the Ministerial session commenced. 

The committee of examination, who examined Messrs. Finkel 
and Seull, reported, through Mr. Hecht: ‘That they had examined 
these eentlemen in languages and the different theological sciences, 
that they had acquitted themselves to the entire satisfaction of the 
committee, and that they would recommend their reception into the 
Ministerium as Candidates. 

The report was adopted, and it was 

Resolved, ‘Vhat the officers of the Synod shall license them as 
Candidates. 

A report was made in reference to the journal and sermon of 
Candidate Schiitz, and it being favourable, the Ministerium re- | 
solved to renew his license. 

The request of Pastor Dietsech (recently arrived from Ger- 
many,) for reception into the Ministerium, was now considered. 

Resolved, That the Ministerium, not being sufficiently ac- 
quainted with Pastor Dietsch, cannot receive him at present as a 
member, but recognise him as a friend; and inform the congrega- 
tion at Loyal Sock. Lycoming County, that they have examined 
his credentials, and ascertained that he was an ordained Minister 
in Europe, and do not doubt that he will be received next year with 
pleasure, if it should be his wish, and his deportment correspond 
to his profession. 

On motion, Resolved, That § 20 be given Pastor Dietsch ovt 


of the legacy of Reedelheim. 
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The President now appointed an examining committee for the 
next session of this body, it consists of Messrs. Hecht, Demme, 
Uhlhorn, Betis, and Keller. 

The business of the Ministerium having been brought to a close, 
they united again in a hymn of praise, and the President ended 
with a fervent prayer. 

Thanks he to God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, for 
the delightful concord and love, that prevailed amongst us — for 
the animating encouragements to labour with zeal and fidelity for 
the salvation of souls — for all the hopes with which he fills us, 
now and for ever. Amen. |
